EMERGENCY HONEY RETURNS.

Less Than 10 Per Cent ot War Issue

Remains Outstanding.

There is less than 10 per cent, or
exactly $38096,358, still outstanding of
the total amount of emergency cur-
rency issued since the outbreak of the
FEuropean wir. This information is
contained in a statement issued by As-
sistant Secretary Malburn of the Treas-
ury Department, in charge of flnances.

The amount outstanding is less than
40 cents per capita and only a little
more thun 1 per cent of the -total
amount of money in circulation in the
Tnited States. It is pointed out by Mr.,
Malburn that the fears entertained that
the large issue of emergency currency
put into circulation after August 1 last
year would unduly inflate the cireula-
tion and would not be promptly retired
may now be dismissed from mind.

“Without doubt,” he concludes, *“the
issuance of this currency enabled the
country to pass through the troublous
times succeeding the outbreak of the
European war last summer with much
less strain than has attended financial
disturbznces of less severity in the
past, and it is shown how advantage-
ously the federal reserve notes may be
used in the future.”
